Fresh troops continue to arrive here 
fron>'the south. A-.third brigade was 
formed today to assist in the defense of 
the: frontier. The enthusiasm of the 
troops is unabated. 


In Macedonia the weather was wet 
and cold, but in Thessaly fine 
weather prevails, permitting the mili- 
tary authorities to complete all prepa- 
rations for an advance into Turkish 
territory or defend the frontier in the 
event of the Turks assuming the offen- 
sive, which is looked upon here as being 
more probable. Dispatches received 
here today from the Greek expedition- 
ary force say the irregulars have 
passed Kipuri, driving the Turks before 
them and pushing on for Grevena, 
where a strong Turkish force, some re- 
ports say an army corps, was stationed. 
There are rumors here of a ministerial 


change, but there. are no signs of.re- 


laxation in preparing for war, and 

there will be a feeling of relief when 

hostilities commence. 

* TRYING TO PROVOKE THEM. 
ELASSONA, April 14.—The Turks

monastery near Damasi, subsequently 
retiring. A communication has been 
sent by Edhem Pasha to the Greek 
commander, informing him that these 
tactics will be stopped by force, if 
necessary. 

THE LESS ACTIVE RETURNED. 

LONDON, April 14.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of the Times says that, ac- 
cording to a member of the Ethnike 
Hetairia, the insurgents who have re- 
turned across the frontier are only 
those who were unable to follow their 
more active companions. They left a 
guard at various posts just within 
the frontier. At Douyazi_ they 
were attacked by an overwhelm- 
ing force of Turks and retreated. The 
band will be reformed with newly-ar- 
rived volunteers. 

According to the news from Kalam- 
baka, the hospital there is entirely in- 
adequate for the great number of 
wounded.

WILL DEMAND INDEMNITY, 


The Port Complains of Expense In- 
curred Because of the Invasion. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, April 14.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Constantinople says 
Prince Mavrocordato, the Greek Min- 
ister to Turkey, went yesterday to the 
Sublime Porte to take leave of the For- 
eign Minister. He awaits orders from 
his government to start for Athens. 
The Sublime Porte has sent the neces- 
sary traveling expenses for the event- 
ual return of its representative and 
consuls in Greete. The Porte has ad- 
dressed a note to the great powers, 
drawing attention to the unreasonable 
action of Greece, and declaring that 
Turkey will maintain a defensive at- 
titude, but in case of another invasion, 
such as that of Jast Friday. and which 
was evidently prepared for the consent 
of the Hellenic authorities, the Porte 
will feel obliged to command its gener- 
alissimo to act in the same manner. The 
Porte has also alluded to the enormous 
expénse incurred through the hostile 
attitude of Greece, and asserted its 
intention of asking the support of the 
great powers in claiming indemnity 
from the proper quarter. 

The Turkish official papers announce 
that an imperial order has just been 
given authorizing the Albanian volun- 
teers who presented themselves for en- 
listment at Kossovo to receive arms; 
The vali has been commanded to imme- 
diately expedite the passage of these 
subsidiary troops to the frontier. 

Lieut. Baron de Valar, who has been 
in command of the French forces in 
Crete, returned here yesterday, an in- 
crease of the French contingent neces- 
sitating the appointment of an officer 
of higher rank. Barorf de Valar asked 
to be relieved of his duties im Crete. 
His competent opinion is that it is ab- 
splutely necessary that the islanders 
should be fully persuaded of the advan- 
tages of the projects of the great 
gency of accepting. them; also, thaty 
unless a striking pr of the serious- 
ness of the intentions of propositions of 
the great powers be given to the Cre- 
tans no lasting result can be obtained. 


OTHER PHASES. 


Norman Saya King George Talks as 
if Without Hope. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 


LONDON, April 14.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Daily Chronicle will publish 
the following tomorrow from its Athens 
correspondent, Henry Norman: 

“T have had an audience with King 
George...He spoke without.much_hope,_ 
but firmly, like a man who can only 
do his dutv and leave the rest to 
heaven. More than once he said: ‘If 
Greece had been a great power and 
had walked into Crete long ago, her 
action: would have been welcomed by 
the powers, as well as by the rest of 
the world as a blessing. But she is 
only a small -power, and seems unable 
to do anything that will satisfy the 
great powers.’ 

THREATENING, COMMUNICATIONS 

LONDON, April 14.—A mpecial from. 
Salonica, the Turkish base .of opera- 
tions; says that Greek irregulars have 
succeedd in advancing as far as Gre- 
vena, rallying the population to their 
cause and threatening the communica- 
tions between the Turkish armies at 
Elassona and Janina. 

A CONCERT OUT OF TUNE. : 
LONDON, April 14.—A dispatch to 
the Times from Constantinople says 
that it is evident from the Porte’s lan- 
guage to the powers, which remains 
courteous and plausible, but is tinged 
with a perceptible scorn, that the con- 
cert of the powers is not regarded there 
with the consideration paid to it prior 
to the wavering policy of Europe in 
dealing with Greece. 

The Vienna corespondent of the Times 
says that one of the least favorable 
conseauences of the course of action 
taken by the powers is that it has not 
only failed to overawe the Greeks, but 
there are unmistakable signs that it 
has diminished the prestige of the Eu- 
ropean concert.

Premier Delyannis Addresses the 
Boule on the Situation,

ATHENS, April 14.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] On the reassembling of the 
Boule today M. Delyannis, the Premier, 
introduced in the presence of a crowded 
chamber a bill granting the govern- 
ment a credit of 23,000,000 drachmas for 
the Ministers of War and Marine.

Water in the Flooded 
District Rising, 


Rain Fell in Torrents During 
Last Tuesday Night. 


Less Danger of the Cut-off of 
the Missouri. 


Dykes at Omaha Strengthened—A 
Heavy Loss of Live Stock in 
Ilowa—Danger at Davenport, 
Talmage’s Relief Expedition. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
.-MBEMPHIS (Tenn.,) April 14.—The 
river continues to rise at Vicksburg 
and all points south, and the situation 
along the Louisiana sysetm of levees 
is acute. The waters are being hurled 
gulfward with tremendous force, and 
several thousand men are working and 
watching night and day in one grand 
effort to hold the embankment intact. 
The reports from the overflowed Mis- 
sissippi delta tonight are not encour- 
aging. The expected fall in the waters 
that extend for miles and miles over 
the fertile valley has not occurred. 
Throughout the overflowed district rain 
fell in torrents last night. At Helena 
the downpour was of such _ violence 
that great pumps were put to work in 
the lower part of the city. The water 
gained so rapidly that the pumps had 
to be abandoned as impracticable. 
The. whole of the southern part of 
Helena is under water from one to 
four feet deep, and those who had pro- 
vided themselves with boats were for- 
tunate. The pumps were started up 
again tonight, and it is expected that 
the water will be thrown out of the 
or four days. The work” 
of relieving the flood sufferers with 
the government funds appropriated by 
Congress for that purpose is progres- 
sing smoothly. 


THE BIG MUDDY. 


Less Danger Than Was 
hended Yesterday Forenoon. 
{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

OMAHA (Neb.,) April 14.—There is 
less Ganger of the cut-off of the Mis- 
.scuri River, and unless there is un- 
lpoked-for rises or high winds from the 
north, it. is not probable that much 
more damage will be done. The dykes 
were greatly strengthened today, and 
this has almost stopped the flow at the 
most dangerous point. The water is 
spread out over a wider stretch of ter- 
surrounds a few more 
frouses, but the change of channel of 
the Missouri has been averted for a 
time at least. 

The men employed along the levee 
struck today for double pay. They were 
getting 15 cents an hour and demanded 
30 cents. Their demands were refused, 
and twenty quit work. Other men were 
easily secured. 

On the Iowa side of the river: the 
water has inundated farms for a dist- 
ance of three or four miles back from 
the stream. The water came up in the 
night, and the farmers report many 
hogs, cattle and horses drowned. 

These reports are coming in toright 
from every point along the river, as 
far south as St. Joseph. The flood is 
the worst since 1881, and is doing much 
damage to property along the river 
side. The flood seems to have reached 
its height, and will probably fall from

4 steamed up and sent to the breaks 
to do what is possible to save the 
cut-off. From all along the river, north 
and south of Omaha, come ‘reports of 
flooded bottoms and of squatters flee- 
ing in the ‘night from the angry waters.

 MOLINE’S WATER-POWER WALL. 


The Government Takes Emergency 
Action to Protect It. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

MOLINE (Ill.,) April 14.—The rive 
still rising here, and the danger of: 
Moline water-power wall is so im 
nent that the government has taken 
emergency action to protect it. 
Slanting bulkhead is being built, so as 
to take care of a possible rise of two 
feet or more above tthe present wall. 
The water now stands at 20.5 feet, or 
within two feet of the top. 

The wall, which was built many 
years ago, has been weakened and the 
water is now seeping through all along 
its entire length. The cofferdam pro- 
tects the new wall in course of con- 
Struction, and that is also being 
strengthened with stone buttresses and 
bags of sand. Several factory base- 
ments are already under water, and 
considerable apprehension exists re- 
garding the flood.

WASHINGTON, April 14.—Represent- 
ative Shannon of New York today ine- 
troduced in the House a bill to amend 
the Anti-trust Law so that it-will not 
prevent railroad-traffic agreements, 
Mr. Shannon’s bill is much less com¢ 
plete than Senator Foraker’s. The 
amendment which he proposes is as 
follows: 

‘“Nothing in this act, however, shall 
be deemed or taken to prohibit railroad 
or other transportation compahies in 
the United States owning and operating 
competing lines from entering into 
agreements between each other for the 
purpose of establishing or maintaining 
freight and passenger rates over their 
respective lines; provided, that such 
agreements, before going into effect, 
shall be submitted to and approved by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and a copy of all such agreements filed 
with the said commission.”

The Missouri Goes Up Eight Inches

OMAHA, April 14.—Up till midnight 
last night the river held stationary, 
but after that it began to rise, and at 
9 o’clock this morning the gauge at 
Florence pumping station showed a 
rise of eight inches.

| TRYING-OUT TANK. 
New Way of Testing Additions to 
the American Navy. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS -‘WIRB.} 
WASHINGTON, April 14.—An exper- 
imental tank in which thé miniature 
warships will be tested will soon be con- 
- Structed at the Washington navy 
_yard. The tank is the first of the kind 
“in this country, and the largest un- 
der cover. Its dimensions closely ap- 
proach those of the big drydocks, and 
its depth will be sufficient to float any 
of the smaller cruisers. .On all sides 
it will be covered. It will be just 500 
feet long, 50 feet across and 14 feet in 
‘depth. 
Running across and close to the 
water will be a carriage, upon which 
“will be attached a dynamo-meter to 
register the resistance due to towing 
‘@ model through the basin.

Arthur’s Opinion as to This 
Form of Government.

“CLEVELAND (O.,) April 14.—Chief

BLOOD AND FLAMES.

SICKENING SLAUGHTER OF THE 
REYNOLDS FAMILY. 


‘An Oakland, R. 1., Farmer, His Wife 
and Adopted Daughter Butch- 
ered and the House Fired. 


MANIAC MOWERY MURDERER. 


FOUND IN A BARN CHATTERING 
AND LAUGHING VACANTLY. 


Deep Wound in the Head of tthe 
Elder Woman and Seven Bayo- 
net Thrusts in Her Body. 
Assassin Pleads. 


{BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE. ] 

PASCOAG (R. I.) April 14.—A hor- 
rible tragedy was enacted early this 
morning at the home of Edward Rey- 
nolds, on the Elisha Matthewson place, 
near Sweet Hill, in the town of Oak- 
land. 

Mrs. Reynolds, her husband and an 
adopted daughter, Servilla, were bru- 
tally murdered and the house was then 
set on fire, presumably to cover the 
crime. Martin Mowery, the;hired man 
employed by Reynolds, who is undoubt- 
edly a raving maniac, was found hiding 
ina barn near Oakland, and was placed 
under arrest. 

The neighbors were aroused by the 
fire.....On reaching the house it was 
found’ fastened, with doors 
bolted and windows locked. They forced | 
an entrance, and in so doing found evi- 
dence of a murder with arson to hide 
the crime. Mrs. Reynolds’s body, mu- 
tilated and blood-stained, was taken 
from her bed by those who were the 
first to enter the house. The flames 
from the part of the house spread so 
quickly that a search for the other 
members of the family who were sup- 
posed to be there could not be made. 
Hours afterward, when the ruins of the 
house. had _ sufficiently cooled, the 
charred remains of Mr. Reynolds and 
the young girl were found. 

The neighbors who first arrived 
found that the house had been sat- 
urated with coal oil thoroughly, so 
that the flames spread with marvelous 
| rapidity, and they had only time to 
take Mrs. Reynold’s body out before 
that section of the house was in a 
blaze. From what could be judged 
from the appearance of her body, a 
brutal murder had been committed. 
The head had been crushed in, evi- 
dently by an ax, and the upper part 
of the body was horribly mutilated. 
The bed she occupied was covered with 
blood. An attempt "was made to lo- 


| eate Reynolds’s body, but it did not 


appear to be in the room. : 

Martin Mowery, the man who worked 
for the Reynolds, slept in another part 
of the house, and the villagers hur- 
ried to his room to alarm him, The 
room was empty, and from the hasty 
examination it was discovered that the 
bed had not been disturbed. The bed 
clothing, as well as the floor leading 
to the door, had been covered with 
kerosene. An empty oil can was found 
in the room. Mowery’s trunk and a 
box belonging to him were open, and 
his clothing Was “strewn about the 

oor. 

A careful search for him was begun, 
and he was found hiding in a barn near 
Harrisville, chattering and laughing 
like a maniac. Mowery is a bachelor, 
about 65 years of age. 

- From the position of the bodies, it 
appears that Reynolds was called to 
his daughter’s room by some unusual 
sound and that when he reached the 
side of the bed he received his death 
blow. Miss Reynolds was _ probably 
killed then. The murderer, it is sup- 
posed, then went-to Mrs. Reynolds and, 
after stabbing her twice in the face, 
battered her head in. 

When Mowery left the house he went 
to the woods, where he shot himself in 
the head. The bullet only stunned him, 
however, and he did not repeat the at- 
tempt. The revolver, with two cham- 
bers empty, was found in his possession 
and an empty oil can was found in 
Mowery’s apartments. Mowery was 
willing to talk after his arrest, but 
from his appearance and manner of ex- 
pression it seemed clear that he was 
insane. 

This afternoon Medical Examiner 
Wilcox held an auotpsy on the three 
victims of the tragedy. The doctors 
made a careful examination of the 
body of Mrs. Reynolds, and. found a 
deep wound in the "head made “bya 

hutt of a musket, while there were no 
less than seven bayonet wounds on the 
body. The musket and bayonet were 
both found in the ruins of the fire, 
and are: known to be the property of 
Mowery. 

~-Immediately after the. autopsy had - 
been conipleted, Judge Spear. of the 
District Court. signed a warrant for 


‘jethe arrest of Mowery, and he was at 


once brought into court for arraign- 
ment. He pleaded not guilty, and was 
committed to jail without bail to 
await the preliminary trial on April 21. 
The only thing like a _ confession 
made by Mowery tonight was when Dr. 
Wilcox told him he proposed to ether- 
ize him and then abstract the bullet 
which is now in his head. Mowery 
said: “I won’t be etherized. You think 
if you get me that way I will tell my 
whole story.”

The first step toward the acceptance 
of the irvitation from France to par- 
ticipate in the Paris exposition of 1900 
was taken by the government in the 
following action: 

Senator Mason of Illinois offered in« 
the Senate a joint resolution aeccept- 
ing the invitation, and providing for 
the appointment of a commissioner- 
general, an assistant commissioner- 
general, and nine, scientific experts. 
The sum of $70,000 is appropriated to 
meet the expenses of the exhibit. 

The salary of the commissioner-gen- 
eral is fixed at $10,000 a year, of the 
assistant commissioner-general, at 
$7500, and of the nine scientific ex- 
perts at $1500 a year each. The ex- 
penses of the commissioner and his as-. 
sistant are also to be met with the 
sums set aside for their salaries, but 
a separate appropriation of $25,000 is 
made to provide for clerical assistance 
to the experts. It is provided that all 
the appointees shall be named by the 
President, and confirmed by the Sen- 
ate. 

The resolution .p es for a com- 
mittee to the Go} ors of States to 
‘notify them of theY¥désire of the gov- 
ernment to take part in the exhibition, 
and for them to take proper steps for 
the representation of all States and 
Territories in the United States exhibit. 
The resolution also provides that the 
exhibit assigned to the Department of 
Agriculture shall begin at the earliest 
moment to arrange for the collection of 
a suitable agricultural exhibit. 


SPANISH ASSURANCE. 


DIPLOMATS INSTRUCTED TO IM- 
PRESS THIS GOVERNMENT. 


King Alfonso’s People Claim They 
Will Be Able to Put Down the 
Cuban Rebellion if McKinley 
Will Take Care of Filibusters.

NEW YORK, April 14.—A special to 
the World from Madrid says political 
and diplomatic circles in Madrid are 
animatedly discussing the improve- 
ment of the prospects of Spanish rule 
in Cuba, in consequence, it is said, of 
an active exchange of confidential and 
unofficial communications between the 
United States and the Spanish govern- 
ments since McKinley and “Sherman 
took office. 

It seems that Spanish diplomacy has 
intimated at Washington that Spain 
cannot accept any offer of American 
mediation to obtain the submission of 
the Cuban insurgents, and that Spain 
asks only that the American Executive 
continue to check and punish filibus- 
tering expeditions and Separatist jun- | 
tas and propaganda whenever the 
Spanish Legation and consuls produce 
sufficient evidence of their existence, as 
was done recently in the case of the 
New York Separatist junta's corre- 
spondence with instructions to Cuban 
insurgents, 

Spanish diplomats were authorized 
to give unofficial confidential verbal 
assurances to the American govern- 
ment that Spain considered herself 
quite equal to the task of shortly re- 
ducing the rebellion to such a pass that | 
the Madrid government would be jus- 
tified, in the eyes of public opinion in ° 
Spain and the colonies, to carry out 
West Indian home rule in a very lib- 
eral spirit, and in its wake, extensive 
tariff reforms that would make very 
easy afterward a treaty of commerce 
between. the United States and Cuba 
and Porto Rico. 

In the same way the American State 
Department was given to understand 
that Spain will, in the future, deal 
more leniently with the Separatists, 
and that when’ home rule is put in 
force a general amnesty will be 
granted, to include all rebels submit- 
ting within a certain period and all po- 
liticak convicts, prisoners and suspects,

NEW YORK, April 14.—{Special Dis- 
patch.)

HUMBOLT REDWOOD, 


Important Decision by Judge Mor- 
row Affecting Fourteen Suits, —

- GAN FRANCISCO, April 14.—A decis-

ing. to public timber lands has just 
been made by Judge Morrow in the 
United States Circuit’ Court. It was

Certificates 
of-purchase were isssued to them, and 
these, by assignments - were  trans- 
ferred to what was popularly known 
as the Scotch syndicate, or, as it is in 
Jaw, the California Redwood Company. 
On representations to and investiga- 
tions by the Land Office, these en- 
tries were declared fraudulent by the 
. oommissioner, the certificates were can- 
-celed, and the land again thrown open 
to entry. The defendants in the suits 
ust; decided, who are represented by 
arclay Henley, made entries, and in 
due course received patents. These 
suits were then brought by the Red- 
wood. Company to be declared the 
equitable owner of the lands in ques- 
tion. as innocent purchasers of the 
certificates originally issued, and for a 
conveyance to it by the defendants. 
Judge Morrow denied the relief 
asked for entirely. He held that the 
patents issued by the United States 


carried every presumption with them, | 


and that though the plaintiff might 
be’ an innocent purchaser, it  pur- 
chased only what its vendor had to 
sell, namely, certificates declared by 
+ the proper authority to be fraudulent. 
If the Land Cttice erred in so de- 
claring them fraudulent, the plaintiff 
should have exhausted its remedy in 
the Land Office to have the error cor- 
rected, and, failing to do so, could not 
set up its claim in another court against 
patents issued to the defendants 
against which patents there was not 
even the allegation of fraud.

The water is being drawn off a few 
feet at a time, extra shoes being put 
in as the water recedes. 

The Oregon grounded Sunday after- 
noon in the dredged channel, while 
awaiting entrance to the dock. The 
tidé was going out, and the hull of the 
vessel under the forward turrets was 
felt settling on some hard substance. 
According to the tide gauge, there 
should have been at that time two feet 
water beneath. the Oregon’s keel. 
Soundings taken on all sides of the 
vessel confirmed this. No effort was 
made to draw the vessel back, as it 
was felt that a tearing of the bottom 
Plates would result, while in settling 
the only damage would be a bending 
of the frames. When the tide came up 
again, about 7 o’clock, the Oregon 
lifted and shortly after midnight was 
floated into thé dock without further 
incident. Capt. Barker of the Oregon, 
and. Commander White, commandant 
of the station, and the constructors in 
charge of the docking operation, unite 
in sayMfig no serious injury had resulted 
from the grounding. A diver was at 
work today inside the dock, trying to 
find out the extent of the damage to 
the Oregons’ hull. He reported that the 
frames and bottom plates near the for- 
ward turrets weré bent, but no rivets 
were looseied. 

Another diver was at work in the 
dredged channel. He discovered a bank 
of black hardpan, but had not de- 
termined its extent. It is considered 
posible that his bank was overlooked 
by the contractors in charge of the 
dredging work. The bottom should 
have been absolutely clean. If repairs 
are made while the Oregon is in dock, 
mechanics will have to be brought 
from Mare Island. The estimated cost 
of the repairs cannot be learned, as 
the water will not be all pumped out 
of the dock until tomorrow.

MAMMOTH LAND DEALS, 
Slices of Stanislaus and 
Merced Counties Sold, 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] | 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 14.—In a few 
days the largest land deal that has 
been negotiated in this State for many 
months will be closed. The amount of 
money that will change hands is $1,118,- 
000. The buyers are an English syndi- 
cate, of which Baron Rothschild is a 
member, and the sellers are the ad- 
ministrators of the estate of John W. 
Mitchell, deceased. The land is situ- 
ated in Stanislaus and Merced counties, 
and with it go ample water-rights. The 
deeds have been placed in escrow in 
the Bank of California, ready to be 
turned over to the purchasers as soon 
as the first payment is made. 

The estate divids itself naturally in 
two parts—that north of the Merced 
River in Stanislaus county, and the 
portion south of it in Merced county. 
It extends from Lathrop south to the 
town of Merced. The better portion of 
the land is in Merced county, and the 
best is immediately west of Atwater. 
In Merced county there are 76,154 acres 
of land, which in 1890 were valued for 
purposes of taxation at $733,921. 
Through this land there flows a fine 
body of water, belonging exclusively to 
the estate, and which passes to the 
new owners. It is all well rented and 
there are no debts upon any portion of 
the estate, 

The second section of the estate is in 
Stanislaus county and is over forty 
thousand acres in area. It is not so 
good as the Merced land, but is better 
than average land. It is in the Tur- 
lock Irrigation District, forming a ma- 
jor portion of the 75,000 acres irrigated 
from the ditch under that district. 

Another land transaction of less mag- 
nitude, but interesting in way as 
showing the revived inquiry for coun- 
try lands, was closed ten days ago, 
when Bovee, Toy & Sontag sold the 
Theodore Winters stock ranch of 19,000 
acres for $72,000. The property is in 
Lassen county, and extends across the 
border into the State of Nevada.

_NEW YORK; April 14.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Tegucigalpa, Hondu- 
ras, says the Honduras syndicate, com- 
posed of prominent Americans, has re- 
ceived from the government valu- 
able concessions. The syndicate is 
represented by Messrs. Henry L. 
Sprague, and Washington  Val- 
entine, and includes the Astors, 
Webbs, >and President Depew of 
the New York Central Railway.

>. * England’s Little Scheme. 

[Oregonian:] Hawaii is at present 
the domain of intrigue and the center 
from which speculation in regard to 
the probabilities and possibilities of 
national policy radiate. Recently, two 
Canadians, to all appearance on peace- 
ful thoughts intent, landed at Honolulu. 
They represented themselves as 
wealthy investors on a tour through the 
islands of the Pacific, and the burden 
of the conversation was the British 
cable project, in the course of which 
they emphasized the desirability “from 
an investor’s standpoint,” of making 
a landing for the cable on the Ha- 
waiian Islands. Al] went well until 
they broached the subject of the pur- 
chase from the Hawaiian government 
of Necker Island. This island is unin- 
habited, and is scarcely more than a 
bare rock, one hundred miles or more 
from the remainder of the group. It 
was rumored a few days ago that Great 
Britain, with her characteristic method 
of acquiring what she wants, was 
about to raise her flag over this island, 
and it transpired that these innocent 
Canadians were in reality agents of 
the British government, sent to spy 
out the lay of the land and carry out 
this deferred intent by means of pur- 
chase. The Hawaiian government im- 
mediately sent out an envoy and raised 
the Hawaiian flag on the_ coveted 
island, and answered British overtures 
with the announcement that Necker 
was not for sale. This is but one inci- 
dent of many in proof of the desire of 
Great Britain to obtain a foothold in 
the Hawaiian group—a desire which is 
perfectly legitimate, if pushed in a 
legitimate way, since she needs such 
a foothold in her commercial business. 
The United States government cannot 
reasonably expect other nations, and 
especially a nation with wide com- 
merce, which it is anxious to increase 
on Pacific waters, to be as indifferent 
about a foothold in Hawaii as it has 
shown itself to be.

ELECTRIC WIRING, 


An Electrician Tells Engineers and 
_Architects How to Do It. 

James W. Warren, superintendent of 
the Los Angeles Electric Gompany, in 
his paper before the Engineers’ and 
Architect’s Association last night, fol- 
lowed the progress of the electric wir- 
ing of buildings from 1881, when the 
incandescent light first came into gen- 
eral use, to the present time, showing 
by experiment and apparatus the com- 
mon, as well as the unusual, dangers 
to which in the past the wiring had 
given rise, and the tendency to make 
standard the present requirements of 
approved insulation. Mr. Warren also 
touched upon the municipal regula- 
tions relating to this matter in New 
York City, and from his own wide ex- 
perience advised the architects as to. 
the standards to be adopted here.

HE war had been over several 

weeks. A number of days had 

passed since the tragedy in Wash- 

ington had been enacted. The 
perpetrator had made good his escape 
from the capital, and his whereabouts 
was unknown, But as yet the intelli- 
gence of the calamity had failed to 
reach a large portion of Eastern Vir- 
ginia, 

Such was the condition of affairs 
when, on Monday, April 24, 1865, at 
about noon, a boat containig five men 
crossed over from Port Conway to Port 
Royal, Va., two villages on the banks 
of the Rappahannock River, opposite 
each other. Three of the men proved 
to be the ferrymen, William Rollins, 
| Mr. Green and a negro named Richard 
Wilson, but the other two were stran- 
gers. 

Upon landing one of the unknown 
men inquired of the bystanders for a 
Confederate officer. No sooner was his 
inquiry made known than a young man 
named William Jett, dressed in a Con- 
federate captain’s uniform, introduced 
himself as Capt. Jett of Mosby’s com- 
mand. Whereupon the stranger en- 
gaged him in close conversation for 
several minutes, after which, being 
joined by his companion, he said to him 
in the presence of the pretended offi- 
cer: “I have told this officer who we 
are and what we have done.” To this 
his companion replied: “Ah, indeed! I 
didn’t intend to tell any one that.” 

The three men conversed quite ear- 
nestly for some time. After which, 
young Jett leading the way, they left 
the village in company with two Con- 
federate officers, Lieuts. Bainbridge and 
Ruggles, following the road leading in. 
the direction of Bowling Green, which 
is a small courthouse town in Carolina 
county, 

On arriving they were met by Rich- 
ard H. Garrett, who was the owner 
of the house. Upon which Jett ad- 
dressed him saying: “This is Mr. Gar- 
rett, I presume.” On receiving an ar- 
firmative answer, he introduced to him 
this second unknown as his friend, 
John William Boyd, “a Confederate 
soldier, who had been wounded in the 
battles around Richmond near Peters- 
burg.’ at the same time requesting 
Mr. Garrett to take care of him until 
Wednesday morning, at which time he 
would call for him. Mr. Garrett con- 
sented to receive the so-called friend 
and to entertain him. It was now about 
3 o’clock in the afternoon. 

Nothing of consequence occurred un- 
til Tuesday at dinner time, when Jack 
Garrett, the eldest son, returned from 
Port Royal bearing the news of Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s death. While at dinner 
the tragic affair was commented upon 
-by—all- present, each expressing his 
opinion as to the motive which 
prompted the deed, and its effect upon 
the public welfare. 

All this time Boyd remained silent.

Then 
he was asked who was approaching, to 
which he replied: 

“Oh, that is one of our men.” 

“What do you mean?” asked Jack. 

“Why, one of those who crossed over 
with us,” he said. And, walking off, 
he met Herold about midway between 
the gate and the house, where they 
remained in close canversation for fully 
half an hour, after which they both 
came to the house.

Cost of Transplanting 2 Tree. 


[Milwaukee Sentinal:] The cost of 
transplanting trees is minimum in Mil- 
waukee. All over the city are abun- 
dant growths of hardwood, and if one 
cares to pay for it, he may have a 
half-grown tree placed before his home. 
The cost of transplanting trees varies 
greatly. Trees may be set out at a 
cost of from $3 to $4 apiece, up to 
several hundred dollars. Trees from 
12 to 15 feet high, guaranteed for two 
years, may be secured for $20. This 
price includes the work of removing a 
cubic yard of soil, laying a porous bot- 
tom for drainage and supplying wooden 
guards. The time reqired to grow fine 
shade trees is shown by Courthouse 
square. In the early sixties, it was 
devoid of trees. The present. trees 
were set out during the war, and for 
many years they had afforded refresh- 
ing shade to persons passing from the 
dusty streets downtown. 

The Eastern societies for tree plant- 
ing are becoming more influential, and 
twenty years from now, streets that 


‘have long been shorn of every trace 


of vegetation, will be lined with fine 
trees. The celebration of Arbor day. 


is part of the work of the associations. 
Through its observance in the schools 
.the children, who may derive more en- 
joyment from the trees than those who 
plant them, are led to appreciate their 
value. This will tend to work a pres- 
ervation of the avenues that are now 
beautifully shaded and to secure an ex- 
tension of the shaded district. Mil- 
waukee teachers have been prompt in 
responding to calls for Arbor day ex- 
ercises, and this year preparations are 
under way in every school for its fit- 
ting observance. Some have no place 
in which they may plent trees and 
their. exercises will be held jin the 
building, but tn nearly all the school

they gave corresponded exactly with 
those of the two men at his home. So 
returning home, he asked Boyd if they 
had got into any trouble, saying: “You 
know what you have done. 


must leave at once, for I do not want 


father.”” To which Boyd replied that 
they had had a little brush over in 
Maryland, but it was all over. 

In the evening as they were sitting 
on the porch, Boyd asked Jack Garrett 
to take him up to Guiney’s station that 
night, offering him $10. When asked 
why he wanted to go there, he said that 
he had heard that there was a Confed- 
erate Maryland battery near Louisa 
Courthouse which hadn't dishanded, 
and that if he could reach that he 
would be safe. Jack told him that he 
could not take him that evening, but 
would do so the next morning, giving 
as his reason that he had only one 
horse. Boyd agreed to this, and gave 
him the $10 in advance. 

When the hour had arrived to retire, 
Boyd asked Jack if there was an out- 
house in which he could sleep that 
night, inorder that he need not go up- 
Stairs. On being asked why he wished 
to sleep out, he replied: ‘I had rather 
not go upstairs.” On being told that 
there was no place in which he could 
be made comfortable, he replied that 
anywhere would do rather than go ‘up- 
stairs. Then he and Herold were con- 
ducted to a large tobacco-house, in 
which was stored away a lot of valu- 
able furniture belonging to the people 
of Port Royal, covered with hay and

About 2 o’clock the next morning 
(Wednesday) the family was aroused 
from sleep by the loud barking of dogs, 
the clanking of arms, and the heavy 
tread of sentinels pacing up and down 
the porch. Soon it was discovered that 
& sentinel had been placed at every 
door and window, and that the whole 
yard was full of soldiers. All at once & 
there was heard a rush for the porch 
at the end of the house, followed by a 
violent battering against the door, with 
frequent demands that it be opened. 

Hearing the racket Mr. Garrett 
arose, partially dressed himself and 
hastened to the door to inquire the 
cause of the tumult. Instantly he was 
seized and asked what he meant by 
harboring Booth, the murderer of the 
President; upon which, notwithstand- 
ing the entreaties of his wife and little 
two-year-old daughter, he was taken by 
force from the house, half-clad, and 
threatened with handcuffs and the rope, 
and a pistol was placed to his breast, 
then he was carried into the yard and 
set upon a block, where he remained 
until 8 o’clock in the morning with two 
soldiers. guarding him, thereby con- 
tracting a severe cold from which he 
never recovered. Again and again he 
was importuned, with threats of hang- 
ing, to disclose the whereabouts of 
Booth, the murderer of the President. 
Again and again did he profess his 
ignorance. 

At length Mr. Garrett learned that > 
Lieut. Dougherty, with thirty or fofty’ 
men, accompanied by Col. Congor and 
Lieut. Baker, the detectives, and 
Waters, a New York reporter, had come 
to arrest Booth. Then it dawned upon 
him that this Boyd must be Booth, and 
also that these men must have been 
directed thither by Jett, who, when 
brought forward in the morning and 
accused by Mr. Garrett of piloting the , 
soldiers there and of deliberately bring- 
ing that trouble upon him, made no 
reply, but hung his head. 

At this juncture of affairs Jack Gar- 
rett came up from the shed and per- 
ceiving his father’s perplexity, said: 
“Gentlemen, if you want to know 
where those men are I will take you to 
the place. They didn’t sleep in the 
hous? tonight, but in an outhouse.” 

At once they compell him to pile 
light wood around the building. Then 
sent in after Booth, who 
warned him not to come in any more, 
and said to those without: ‘““Gentle- 
men, who are you and what did you~ 
come for?” 

The reply was:

Jack Garrett said: ‘“‘There are nearly 
fifty armed men and escape is utterly 
impossible.

Then Jack Garrett was sent in after 
Herold, who was brought out and 
placed under guard. The light wood 
being set on fire, Booth called out: 
“Now, I can’pick off eighteen of ‘you 
before I stop, but I have accomplished 
all I want to.” 

At once the fire was put 
Booth cried out: “Give me fifteen steps 
and I will make good my escape. 

The rejoiner was: ‘No, we will not 


ve you any.” 
or Give me ten steps,” said he, “and I 


will escape.” 

This wie refused. “Give me five,” he 
said. 

“No, we will not give you any. 

Then Booth said: “I want you to 
take notice of one thing; the gentleman 
with whom I am stopping knows not 
who I am or what I have done.” 

After this a lighted torch was thrown 
into the barn, which soon set on fire 
the hay and other combustibles, mak- 
ing a great conflagration. Then, tak- 
ing advantage of the light within, and 
the darkness without, Serge. Corbett 
thrust his revolver through a crack 
and shot at Booth, the ball passing 
through the jugular vein and taking in 
one of the cervical vertebrae. 

As soon as it was discovered that 
Booth had been shot Jack Garrett was 
sent in to bring him out. Then Booth 
was carried to the house by four men 
and laid upon the front porch, to all 
appearances dead. 

At once a mattress upon which to 
place him was asked for, But he said: 
“No, no. Let me lie here. Let me die 
here.”

Presently he protruded. his tongue. I 
took._my handkerchief and dipped it . 
in water and moistened his lips. He 
said: ‘“‘Tell my mother I died for my 
country. I did what. I thought to be 
best.” I again moistened his lips, and 
he repeated the message to his mother, 
Soon he gasped. I moistened his lips 
and tongue a third time, and the pul- 
sation in his temples grew weaker and 
weaker. It was then that Lieut. Baker 
asked me to rub his forehead and tem- 
ple. I did so. The end was near. Then, 
gasping three times and crossing his 
hands upon his breast, Booth died just 
as the day was breaking and the doctor 
Was reaching the house. ‘ 

About 8 o'clock that morning the 
body of Booth was sewed up in a 
United States blanket belonging to 
Lieut. Baker and, together with Her- 
old and the two Garrett boys, was 
conveyed to Washington. After all had 
left and the family had become a little 
more composed, I went to the bookcase 
to get some books for the children, as 

was teaching school in the family

glasses. I knew they did not belong to 
any of the family. I concluded they 
must be Booth’s, so I took them to Mr. 
Garrett and asked him what I should 
do with them. Hereplied: “Take them 
out of my sight. I do not want to see 
anything that will remind me of this 
dreadful affair.”’ 

I told him that I would send them 
up to my mother in a day ortwo. I 
then took a pin and marked “J. W. 
B.”’ under the buckle of the strap. 
During the day my brother came to 
Mr. Garrett’s, and I sent them to my 
mother by him, thinking they were too 
valuable to be destroyed, as Mr. Gar- 
rett had directed me to do. 

The next evening Lieut. Baker, tn 
company with Jack Garrett, came to : 
Mr. Garrett's in quest of them. They 
did not really know they were there, 
but simply supposed Booth had them 
and thought they might be _ there. 
Lieut. Baker asked Mr. Garrett if 
they were not there, and without any 
hesitation he told him that I had them. 
He then came to me and asked where 
they were: I very reluctantly told him. 
Lieut. Baker and Jack Garrett went 
up to my mother’s, about eight miles 
away, and got them. They came back 
to Mr. Garrett's about 4 o’clock the 
evening, spent the night and returned 
to Washington the next day. 

Such was the close of the eventful 
career of John Wilkes Booth on the 
morning of April 26, 1865—a career that 
was luminous. with frequent flashes of 
genius, but whose final splendor was 
obscured by Its misdirection.

THE LOUD POSTAL BILL. 

It is to be regretted that the Loud 
Postal Bill failed to become a law at 
the last session of the Fifty-fourth 
Congress. Had it passed, it would 
have done away with one of the most 
serious abuses of the postal system, 
and would at the same time have 
gone far toward placing the Post- 
office Department upon a self-sustain- 
ing basis. That this result can be ac- 
complished under the present postal 
law is altogether improbable. Thou- 
sands of tons of matter now crowd 
the mails which have no legitimate 
place in them at the second-class rate, 
and the sender of first-class matter is 
taxed—in point of fact the people of 
the entire country are taxed—for the 
transmission through the mails and the 
handling of this large mass of stuff, 
consisting largely of trashy books and 
flashy novels, which ought to pay reg- 
ular merchandise rates, if transmitted 
through the mails at all. 

It is probable that when the re- 
ports of the Postoffice Department are 
presented at the close of the fiscal 
year, they will furnish an even stronger 
argument than preceding reports haye 
furnished, in favor of the passage of 
the Loud Bill, or a measure not unlike 
it. Representative Loud, who has 
given the matter much careful thought, 
holds that the deficiency in the re- 
ceipts of the Postoffice Department 
cannot grow less, but must continue to 
increase under the existing law. The 
deficiency for the fiscal year 1895-96 
was about $11,000,000, and Mr. Loud 
estimates that the deficiency for the 
fiscal year 1896-7 will be not less than 
$16,000,000 or $17,000,000. He bases 
this estimate upon the official report 
for the first nine months of the pres- 
ent year. Mr. Loud expresses the 
opinion that the day is not far distant 
when the rate on second-class matter 
will be either increased as a whole to 
‘8 cents a pound, or the remedy along 
the lines suggested in his bill wifl 
be enacted into law. With in ing 
deficiencies will come the absolute 
necessity for remedial legislation, and 
the possible abolition of the second- 
class rate altogether, unless in the 
mean time some moderate and wise 
measure like the Loud Bill is enacted 
into law. 

The Loud Bill, if it had been passed, 
would no doubt have come very close 
to wiping out the postal deficiency 
during the first year of its existence. 
Such a consummation is of course 
greatly to be desired. But it will re- 
main impossible of realization so long 
as our mails are encumbered by great 
masses of bulky matter which more 
properly belongs in the classification 
of freight than in that of mailaple 
“matter. Reconstruction of the law so 
as to exclude this trash from the sec- 
ond-class rate is sure to come in the 
not distant. future. The sooner it 
comes the better.

Nothing could be more paltry, in- 
sincere and silly than the constant 
reiteration by. Bryan, Jones and other 
spokesmen for the party falsely call- 
ing itself Democratic, of the claim 
that the recent municipal elections in 
the East are indicative of a change of 
sentiment among the people on na- 
tional issues.

The broader view of Mr. Sewall is 
more in conformity to common sense 
and a decent regard for right and 
justice. By a vast majority the peo- 
ple of the United States elected Wil- 
liam McKinley to the Presidency, and 
decided that the principles of the plat- 
form upon which he stood should con- 
trol the affairs of the nation for the 
next four years. The people meant 
what they said in that verdict. They 
did not mean that the principles for 
which they voted should be condemneq 
and discredited before they could have 
a fair trial, and within one month after 
the new administration had been in. 
stalled into power. The-people meant, 
when they plaéed the Republican party 
in charge of national affairs, that the 
principles which it represents should 
have a full and fair trial. They are 
not disposed, as are the demagogues of 
the Bryan-Jones stripe, to prejudge or 
prejudice the case by a snap-judg- 
ment. 
The people know that none of the 
principles and policies for which they 
voted at the last election have as yet 
had a chance to be put to the test of 
actual experience. They know that in 
the nature of things it will take time 
to bring about. a realization of the 
better conditions which will follow the 
enactment of laws framed in accord- 
ance with the verdict of the polls. 
Knowing thése things, the people are 
content to wait until a fair test’ of 
these principles can be made in the 
proper way, through laws framed in 
accordance with the expressed will of 
the great majority of American voters. 

The Republican party is so con- 
fident of the righteousness and wis- 
dom of the principles for which it 
has contended and is contending, that 
it is willing to stand or fall by the 
result of a fair and thorough trial of 
those principles. If failure should be 
the result of such a test. Republicans 
would be ready, willing and even 
anxious for the abandonment of those 
principles for some plan which should 
promise better results. But the test, 
it is hardly necessary to say, must be 
fair and complete. No half-way meas- 
ures will be satisfactory. The Re- 
publean party has a right, by the 
terms of the popular verdict, to put 
its principles to the test of practical 
legislation. It will not be well for 
the opponents of Republican principles 
to delay or seek to thwart the con- 
summation of the people’s will in this 
matter. If they are wise, they will 
refrain, from seeking to embarrass the 
administration in the execution of the 
duty which it owes to the people, and 


will ‘also refrain from unjust, unfair, | 
and premature criticism. The people 
of these United States know a great 
deal more than such shallow dema- 
gogues as Jones and Bryan give them 
credit for knowing.

FUTURE OF THE FURSEAL 


PROBABLE RESULTS OF COMPRO- 
MISE FOR SEAL PROTECTION. 

The Habits of the Animal Which 
First Gave Value to Alaska—Its 
Age of Maturity, Weight and 
Variation in Color. es 


[{Forum:] The regulations adopted 
by the Paris tribunal of arbitration in 
1893 for “thé protection and preserva- 
tion of the fur seal” have signally failed 
of their object. This failure is chiefly 
due to the treatment of the creature as 
an animal having habits and prejudices 
to which international statutes must 
conform ‘if:.they are to.serve any pur- 


‘pose. In the compromise adopted by 


the tribunal’ were’ embodied certain 
propositions, apparently fair from the 
legal side of the case, but wholly re- 
pugnant to the animal. The only pos- 
sible basis for.a final arrangement for 
the protection and preservation of the 
fur’ seal must conform perfectly to its 


-habits. .That such .a settlement ‘must 


finally be made admits of no doubt. It 
is not to.be supposed for a moment that 
England, Russia and the United States 
will fail to settle so-stmple a problem, 
or that these great nations are so. weak 
or so barbarous as to allow this won- 
derful animal to be wasted .without 


‘mercy, when the conditions of its. pres- 


epyation are fully understood. To bal- 

ice land killing against sea-killing,: to 
kill’ with guns in ‘one séa and: with 
spears.in another, to kjll on land in 
July and at.sea in April and August, to 
have a closed zone of sixty miles and 
an open one of two hundred—all these 
compromises, are ingenious on’ paper, 
and find their precedent in the checks 
and balances of constitutional law, but 
not in facts of natural -history.. How 
such regulations affect the animal -is 
not .to be settled- by compromise. -It-is 
a question of fact, and any ‘system ‘of 
regulations must be judged from the 
standpoint of the’animal ‘itself. The 
whole Bering. Sea dispute. belongs, pri- 
marily to natural history, not..to inter- 
national law. If existing forms of in- 
ternational law. fail to protect a noble 
and valuable animal -in :its: migrations 
or its feeding excursions. at. sea, then 
more international law must be writ- 
ten, and the actual habits of. the. ani- 
mals must determine the nature of such 


law. 


The male fur.seal, or “beachmaster,”’ 
reaches> full maturity at the age of 7 
years. At that time his weight is about 
400 pounds, being: considerably heavier 
when first in.from the sea in the spring, 
or after feeding in the fall, than in the 
intervening period, when. he fasts‘ on 
land and grows gradually lean, and 
weak.

It’ is: ex- 
tremely gregarious; individuails:.seldom 
venturing far from the main body while 
on land, though wandering.about singly 
in the sea. The female fur seal is much 
smaller than the male, and has: soft, 
smooth hair of varying shades of brown 
under whch is the dense, short, brown 
fur.. The female bears her first. off- 
spring at the age of 3 Years, but. her 
full growth -is- not- attained till‘ two or 
three years later. The average weight 
of the grown female ts 80 pounds. The 
young or fur seal, called a pup, is born 
scon after the arrival of the female. Its 
weight at birth is about .10 pounds. 
The fur seal.ijs polygamous, each male 
capable of holding a place on the 
breeding grounds having from one.-to 
one hundred females in his.charge, con- 
stituting what is‘known as a “harem,” 
the average number being about thirty. 
But the size of each family is' subject 
to variation, depending not chiefly on 
the etrength.of the male, but the pref- 
erence of the female for a location, and 
on the topography of the ground. The 
young male is very similar to the. fe- 
male in color and appearance: ‘He is not 
permitted: to enter the rookeries in the 
breeding season. The old males are 
very particular in this'regard, and the 
“bachelors,” as. they are called, are 
forced to herd by themselves on what 
is known as the “hauling grounds,” lo-

The shake-up in the Whittier State 
School still continues to make, “the 
boys” tremble. Now that the shock 
from the decapitation of Superintend- 
ent John E. Coffin and Assistant Super- 
intendent W. V. Coffin, his brother, 
has begun to:pass off, the day is one 
of monotony in Whittier, when the 
“dull sickening thud” of some lesser 
head is not heard in response to the 
fall of the ax. The new superintendent, 
T. B. Van Alstyne, begins to feel at 
home in his position, while he compla- 
cently looks on from the top of the 
heap and sees the Republican employés 
walk the plank in the: wake of their 
late chief, his predecessor. 

It is the general impression of gos- 
sips in Whittier that a clean sweep 
will be made by the new Board of 
Trustees before they let up in their 
work of reorganization. Still, they are, 
perhaps wisely, making haste slowly. 
As the result of yesterday’s meeting 
only two of the old force were “‘let out,”’ 
so far as Known. The victims were 
Frank Kiser, instructor. in the paint- 
ing shops. and Mr. McGarry the treas- 
urer. Kiser drew a salary of $75 a 
month and McGarry, whose full time 
was not occupied in the task of counting 
out cash for the State, only got half a 
hundred a month. Kiser’s successor 
will be Daniel Moriarty, ex-chief of 
the Los Angeles Fire Department. Mr. 
McGarry’s job will be taken by ex- 
Senator Del Valle. 

There are still some forty or fifty 
other good jobs soon to change hands, 
some of which are quite juicy plums, 
as that fruit goes in these times. At 
least, they are tempting enough to 
draw out a small army of applicants. 
But thanks to the sequestered location 
of the trustees while doing their work 
and to the long, dusty walk out to 
that point, comparatively few of the 
applicants appear in person to “be- 
seech’”’ for themselves.

One of the best berths is that of in- 
structor in the electrical department, 
which now has at its head Capt. Sher- 
man Wiggins. But here comes a rub. 
Capt. Wiggins is master of his busi- 
ness and besides instructing all the 
boys taking up electrical studies, he 
has full charge of the large electrical 
plant which supplies light and power 
for all the practical purposes of the in- 
stitution. This embraces a system suf- 
ficient to cover all the buildings and 
grounds of both the boys’ and girls’ 
schools. This system, with all its in- 
tricacies of hundreds of wires, switch- 
boards, shut-offs, steam gauges, alarms 
and automatic contrivances, were 
planned and constructed by Capt. Wig- 
gins. No diagram exists, except in the 
ingenious captain’s scientific head, of 
all this arrangement, and it would 
prove a puzzle to most good electri- 
cians, even had they a plan or diagram 
of it. 

But to take up the job and hold it 
down where Capt. Wiggins leaves off, 
if he is fired, would be absolutely an 
impossibility, it is said. This is what 
is perplexing the new Board of Trus- 
tees. They want to make a clean sweep 
of the whole outfit. But how to get 
rid of Wiggins is the question that dis- 
tresses them very much. The idea of 
having a Republican officer left in 
these newly-cleaned Augean stables 
disturbs the new trustees greatly. It 
breaks the continuity of their Demo- 
cratic purpose. Then, too, Superinten- 
dent Van Alstyne is said to be very 
anxious to harmonize the complexion of 
his corps of assistants and to fix things 
so he can keep all cats in their respect- 
ive bags, should any such animals ap- 
pear on the scene. He fears, however, 
that with an old associate of the former 
regime in his fold, there would bea 
likelihood that. the old crowd .might

Even with 
old officers who had grown up with the 
institution there was never any dearth 
of excitement in the way of chasing 
and hunting down runaway boys. Es- 
capes are always too frequent at best. 
But what will be the case with a full 
layout of green guards, inexperienced 
officers, and with a raw head crowning 
the whole? The experiences of other 
States where similar experiments have 
been tried, have gone to show that the 
chances for fun of this sort are very 
promising. In Kansas, nearly all the 
inmates of the reform school broke 
away and escaped in broad daylight 
upon a change of government. In Ne- 
braska 150 out of 320 boys escaped under 
similar circumstances, and in lowa an- 
other big break-away occurred. In this 
State it costs the taxpayers a ten-dol- 
lar bl for every boy that escapes. 
This # the standing reward offered 
and pid for their recapture. The farm- 
ers in and about Whittier have in the 
past found this kind of boy-hunting a 
source of considerable revenue, as well 
as amusement, and the chances they 
now regard as much enhanced for the 
immediate future. In fact, they are 
looking forward to much fun and big 
from Jim Budd's Whittier re- 
orm.

SURPRISE IN COURT. 


ALVA JOHNSON REFUSED TO 
GIVE TESTIMONY. 


The Principal Witness in the “Kid” 
Thonipson Trial Disappoints the 
Prosecution, 


ETZLER ON THE WITNESS STAND 


HISTORY {Or HIS RELATIONS WITH 
THE PRISONER, 


Visited Johnson’s Ranch and Acted 
as an Intermediary in Securing 
the Money and Disposing of 
it to a Chinaman, 


Th trial of W. H., alias “Kid,” 
Thompson, charged with train-wreck- 
ing, was resumed fn Department One 
of the Superior Court yesterday morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock. The sensation of the 
day, however, was not sprung until 
4:30 o’clock in the afternoon, when 
Alva Johnson, serving a life sentence 
of imprisonment for participating in 
the same crime, and the chief witness 
for the prosecution, refused to testify. 

Johnson, whose testimony convicted 
“Kid” Thompson at the former trial, 
was brought from San Quentin at the 
instance of the District Attorney, for 
the purpose of repeating his former 
testimony. He arrived here yesterday 
morning, in charge of three deputy 
sheriffs, and was locked up in the 
County Jail pending such time as the 
prosecution should call him as a wit- 
ness. His sister, Mrs. Trogden, met 
him on the train at San Fernando, 
and at the Sheriff’s office he was per- 
‘mitted a short conversation with his 
wife. 

Johnson seemed’ perfectly tractable 
until called as a witness, and gave no 
intimation of his intention to disap- 
point the prosecution, until seated in 
the witness chair. 

When called, he entered the court- 


-room, took the oath, and seated him- 


self without any preliminary remarks. 
He was suffering terribly from rheuma- 
tism, and it was only with difficulty 
that he walked across the courtroom, 
aided by a heavy cane. Although not 
thin, he had the pallor of death. He 
was attired in a neat, light gray, sack 
suit, a light negligé shirt and black tie. 
When seated he fumbled with one hand 
the brim of his stiff, black hat, ‘while: 
the fingers of ‘the other nervousty 
played with the heavy cane. The first 
question, asked by the District Attor- 
ney, elicited the response which elec- 
trified the entire courtroom, and, al- 
though the attorneys for the defense 
said last Tuesday that Johnson would 
not testify: against ‘Thompson, even 


they were plainly surprised. 


“Tell us just what happened on the 
night of February 15, 1894,” said Dist.- 
Atty. J. A. Donnell, addressing the 
witness. 

“T have nothing to say on that sub- 
ject,’”’ replied Johnson. 

His lips trembled perceptibly, and 
he was evidently undergoing some 
strong emotion. ‘Several times during 
the succeeding five minutes which 
elapsed before he was excused,-he ap- 
peared upon the point of breaking 
down completely, but conquered his 
emotions to some extent. When pressed 
for his reasons for refusing to testify, 
he replied, tremulously: 

“T’ll tell you. I am not a free man. 
I cannot testify, as I should like to 
state exactly what I know of this case, 
and I can’t do it while in this State. 
Being a prisoner, I dare not do it.” 

‘“‘Have you been threatened?” queried 
the District Attorney. 

“Yes, I have been threatened,” 
plied the witness.

“Neither here nor-in prison,” replied 
Johnson. 
“Rumors?” queried the District At- 
“Yes, rumors,” replied the witness. 
Here Judge Smith took the matter in 
hand. 
“You are here as a witness. Why 
can’t you tell the truth in this mat- 


ter?’ he asked... | 

“T-can’t do it, Judgé,” replied John- 
son, and then added: “If I was a free 
man, I'd do. it.” 

“You are as free as any witness,” 
Judge Smith assured him. “No harm 
can come to you in any way.” . 

“It is impossible to have protection 
in the place from which I come,” replied 
Johnson. “The officials are all my 
friends, but it is impossible for them 
to afford me protection. I should prefer 
not to testify.” 

After a little further interrogation 
on the part of Dist.-Atty. Donnell and 
Judge Smith, Johnson was excused. He 
was immediately led back ‘to the Sher- 
iff’s office, and an effort will again be 
made this morning to obtain his testi- 
mony. 

When the case was called yesterday 
morning, the courtroom was even more 
crowded than on the first day, and a 
number of women were present, Henry 
Edgar, the Wells, Fargo & Co. messen- 
ger, was recalled for cross-examination. 
He testified that he had noted no ec- 
centricities of voice in either of thé rob- 
bers, and thought that the tall man, 
whom the prosecution is trying to iden- 
tify as Thompson, had “just a common, 
ordinary voice.” Edgar stated that he 
had a sawed-off shotgun anda re- 
volver in the express car at the time 
of the hold-up, but had attempted to 
use neither. 

David W. Thomas, engineer of the 
wrecked train, was then called. He 
stated that when yet some distance 
from the depot, he had noticed two 
men seated upon the platform. As the 
train approached, these men lighted a 
fireball of some material, which they 
threw into,the middle of the track, as 
a signal to stop. At the same time, 
the two unknown men began shooting. 
toward the engine. <At this juncture 
he dropped down in the cab, allowing 
the engine to take care of itself. The 
out his 
acknowledgment that had he remained 
at his post, the train might have heen 
stopped long before it reached the ter- 
minus of the spur, if not while still 
on the main track. When the engine 
ran off the end of the track, he had 


| jumped off and hid in the brush about 


forty yards to the right of the train, 
until all danger. had passed. He had 
heard voices and shooting, but at no 
time was near enough ot distinguish 
the voices. 

Charles Etzler, one of the prosecu- 
tion’s main witnesses, and the man 
whose testimony will prove of the most 
vita] interest to the case should John- 
son remain firm in the attitude adopted 
today, was called at 11 o’clock. He is 
a rather tall and extremely thin man, 
34 years of age. He possesses a char- 
acteristically-vicious face and demean- 
or, and showed his degeneracy by smil- 


ing and alluding to vulgar and even in- 


briel,

decent positions,without any excuse. or 
cause, no questions having beeti asked 
him to warrant such remarks. His 
rnose and chin indicate weakness, and 
a notable absence of jaw augments 
the impression of a lack of firmness. 
His head, broad over the ears and 
gradually tapering toward the top, is 
such as phrenologists ascribe to mur- 
derers, while his deep-set, minute gray 
eyes complete a physiognomy but little 
inclined to inspire confidence. 

He testified that he had met ‘Kid’’ 
Thompson first in August, 1894, while 
beating the blind baggage from Bakers- 
field to Los Angeles, in company with 
a man named Mefford. At Tehachepi 
Thompson had swung down from the 
roof of the car, .Mefford had then 
introduced Thompson to Etzler as one 
of the greatest horse, and cattle 
thieves in the country. The three rode 
together until daybreak, when they 
were put off. TheY walked to San 
Fernando, where Thompson confided to 
him that Mefford was “no good.”’ 
Thompson also imparted the fact that 
he had money at Johnson’s ranch, about 
seven miles from San Fernando, and 
prevailed upon Etzler to accompany 
him. They walked to the ranch to- 
gether, leaving Mefford to continue 
alone, and reached the place about 2 
o'clock the following morning. That 
night, Etzler testified, they slept in 
the haymow, and it was while in the 
haymow that Thompson confessed the 
train-wrecking. The following morning 
Thompson entered the house, and soon 
after called the witness in to break- 


fast. Here Btzler met Johnson’s sis- 
ter, Mrs. Trogden, and _ his wife 
and two daughters. When Thompson 


asked to’ see Alva Johnson, Mfrs. 
Trodgen replied that Alva had been 
in trouble enough, and that’ she was 
sorry the robberies had been commit- 
ted. As Thompson insisted upon see- 
ing Alva, one of the girls was dis- 
patched on horseback to a livery stable 
in this city, where Alva was at that 
time employed. Thompson and Etzler, 
on the recommendation of Mrs. Trog- 
den, rémained in hiding in the stable 
during the entire day, and it was then 
that Thompson confessed the details 
of the wrecking. He said that the 
original intention had been to throw 
the switch and ditch the train, and this 
had not been done until it was realized 
that the engineer‘did not intend to obey 
the signal to stop. He showed Etzler 
a quantity of dynamite hid in the loft, 
and told how “slick” they had blown 
open the é@xpress door. The booty, he 
said, consisted of $150 in American 
coin, and $1200 in ° Mexican money. 
Then narrated how the dead-head fire- 
man and express messenger had been 
forced to carry this to the wagon. 
About 8 o’clock that night Alva came 
home in a spring wagon. He was in- 
troduced.to Etzler by Thompson, and 
assured by -the latter that Etzler was 
“all right.”” Thompson then explained to 
Alva his mission,which was to secure-his 
share of the plunder. This Alva refused 
to surrender to him on the grounds 
that he (Thompson) had failed to keep 
his agreement in bringing along a third 
party. Thompson acknowledged that 


‘sured Alva that Etzler was a man to 
be trusted. Alva finally agreed to give 
Thompson some money, 
tion that he should go to Phoenix, 
Ariz.,.and to’ Send the remainder. of 
Thompson’s share to him at that place. 
Another night was spent by Etzler. 


next morning all three started for this 
city in the wagon. Etzler and Alva sat 
on the seat, while Thompson made the 
trip lying in the bottom of the wagon, 
covered with ‘a blanket. 

Upon arriving at the outskirts of the 
city, Thompson alighted and remained 
hidden. When Alva and EtZler reached 
the stable, the latter remained outside 
until Alva returned. He received from 
Alva $2.50 and a six-shooter, inclosed in 
a holster, to be given to Thompson. 
Etzler stated that he had performed the 
first part of this errand, but had _ re- 
tained the revolver. Thompson was not 
satisfied with ‘the $2.50, and in com- 
pany with the witness had returned to 
‘the stable, where he obtained $8 more. 
The two had then walked to San Ga- 
where Thompson purchased a 
pair of shoes, and had then beaten 
their way to Yuma. Here they met a 
party named “Tex,” who accompanied 
them to Mariposa, where witness said 
he was taken sick. Thompson continued 
his journey to Phoenix alone, but was 
followed the next day by Etzler and 
“Tex.” At Phoenix Thompson received 
a letter from Alva Johnson, stating 
that he was ill and could not get the 
money at that tfme. hompsen re- 
plied to this letter with instructions to 
send the money to Tempe, in the name 
of Parker, which Thompson had as- 
sumed. The trio camped on the river 


received anothér letter from Johnson 
saying h ould send the money imme- 
diately. few days later a Wells-. 
Fargo & Co. receipt for the package 
was received by Thompson, and upon 
application at the express office he oh- 
tained a box about 14x8x6 inches in di- 
mensions, which, upon being opened by 
the trio, was found to contain 600 Mexi- 
can dollars. These were divided and 
tied up in three packages. The three 
walked to Phoenix, a distance of about 
seven miles. 

Thompson here resumed charge of 
all the money except 100 of thé Mexi- 
can dollars, which he gave to Etzler 
to negotiate. Etzler, accompanied by 
‘“Tex’’ visited a Chinaman, to whom 
they sold the 100 metal disks for $45 in 
American coin, and made arrange- 
ments for the sale of the remaining 
500 at 40 per cent. of their face value. 
They reported to Thompson that $40 
was all they could get for the first 
batch, and pocketed $2.50 of the remain- 
ing $5, each. The trio then got drunk 
and the following morning a rupture 
took place between Thompson and 


witness. That afternoon witness 
hunted up the Sheriff of Phoenix, and 
told him that Thompson, the §train- 


robber, was in town, but that official, 
witness said, had refused to take any 
action in the matter because his sup- 
per was getting cold. 

During the cross-examination Etzler 
stated that he was unable to either 
read or write: had never attended 
school, although he had had ample op- 
portunity for doing so; Was a cigar- 
maker by trade, and left home at the 
age of 19. He said that he had at 
first remained with Thompson because 
the latter said he had money, and 
afterward courted his confidence in the 
hope that he might, by betraying them, 
obtain a portion of the reward offered 
for the apprehension of the train-rob- 
bers. When asked if he had not re- 
cently read his testimony as given 
in the last trial, he admitted having, 
during the past week, read _ portions 
of it, but said he had refused to read 
it all, although Southern Pacific Detec- 
tive Miles T. Bowler, with whom he 
is stopping, hail ddvised him to do so, 
while in the District Attorney’s office 
last week. 

Etzler testified with the utmost non- 
chalance during the cross-examination 
of his love of liquor and debauchery, 
and referred unhesitatingly and with 
an accent of exultation to his asse- 
ciation with colored harlots While in 
Phoenix. 

A large 45-calibre revolver and hol- 
ster were identified by him as the one 
given him by Alva Johnson, to be

H. H. Cole of the Northern Pacific has 
been elected secertary. 

O. C. Winter, assistant general su- 
perintendent of the eastern division of 
the Great Northern Railway, has, it 
is stated, been appointed superintend- 
ent of the western division, with head- 
quarters at Spokane, Wash. 

G. R. Martin has been appointed 
general superintendent of the Montana 
Central Railway; office at Great Falls, 
Mont. He was previously assistant 
auditor of disbursements of the Great 
Northern. 

It takes each year 200,000 acres of 
forest to supply cross-ties for the rail- 
roads of the United States. It takes 
15,000,000 ties to supply the demand, 
for which the contractors get on an 
average 5 cents apiece. 

The fastest daily run in Great Brit- 
ain is from Perth to Forfar, on the 
Caledonia Railway, the distance— 
thirty-two and a half miles—being 
performed in thirty-two, minutes, or 
at the rate of about sixty-one miles an 
hour.

Nurseries on Railroads, 

[Railway Reyiew:] Now comes the 
traveling nursery to take its place 
alongside the barber shop, bathroom, 
etc., on our fast trains. The traveling 
nursery is to take up about the same 
amount of space as the private state- 
room of the ordinary’ sleeping-car. 
There will be a saving of space of sev- 
eral feet, however, as the wide seats on 
the sides of the state-room below 
the berths are not needed in the 
nursery, being replaced by ottomans 
and tiny easy chairs scattered over 
the floor. In this way any danger from 
sudden starts or sharp curves is ob- 
viated. As a further protection 
against injury to the little ones, the 
walls of the nursery are padded and 
the floor thickly carpeted, so_ that 
bumps and bruises will be altogether 
avoided. At each end of the compart- 
ment and firmly secured are two cosy 
cots, in which the smaller children lie 
and watch the games of the older ones. 
Each car containing the nursery at- 
tachment will carry a matron or nurse, 
who will be selected with a special ref- 
erence to her ability to amuse and 
eare for her little charges, and she will 
have at hand supplies of milk, cookies 
and other edibles and drinkables dear 
to the infantile heart.

miniature toy shop is another adjunct 
to the traveling nursery, and it will 
contain everything from baby rattles 
to picture books and fairy tales.

ENGINEER VELSIR FINED AND PUT

Barely Escaped Being Dismissed 
from the Fire Department—Other 
Cases to Be Taken Under Advise- 
ment for the Time Being. 


The Board of Fire Commissioners met 
yesterday morning in regular session in 
the committee room of the Mayor’s of- 
fice. All the membets of the board were 
present except Commissioner Sabichi, 
who has been quite ill for a week. 

Fire Chief Moore recommended that 
the petition of Fred Colby for permis- 
ston to erect and operate a blacksmith 
shop at No. 1124 North Main street be 
denied, not having the necessary front- 
age. The report was adopted by the 
board. The recommendation that the pe- 
tition of ‘William Winslow for permis- 
sion to erect and operate a blacksmith 
shop on the block known as the Sisters 
of Charity tract on Alameda street be 
granted, was adopted by the board. 

Fire Chief Moore also reported that 
he had received information that the 
Babcock hook-and ladder truck would 
be shipped previous to April 10, arriv- 
ing in time for.the semi-annual inspec- 
tion at the time of La Fiesta parade. 
He had fears that the apparatus might 
be detained by the floods of the Missis- 
sippi. 

He also reported that James McMa- 
hon was an applicant for the position 
of driver of the new truck and he par- 
ticularly recommended him for the 
place, because of his size and strength 
and his ability to handle the three-horse 
hitch with Which the truck will be 
Griwen, 

Chief Moore also stated that McMann 
was formerly assistant chief, but was 
dropped on account of the change. of

time was due to politics and 
lack of efficiency. “The recommendation 
of Fire Chief Moore was adopted, after 
McMahon was given a chance to exhibit 
himself. 

James Velsir, engineer of engine No. 
4, who was suspended on April 8 by 
Fire Chief Moare for violation of rule 
23, in regard to intoxication, was sum- 
moned before the board to explain his 
conduct. 

Velsir appeared and made his state- 
ment. He claimed that he was not In 
such a state that-he could not have 
managed his engine if an alarm had 
Hie had taken a stim- 
ulant because he was under great ex- 
citement, owing to a quarrel with the 
peovle in whose house he was living, 
and as he had not had anything to eat 
for some time he was unduly affected 
by the liquor that he drank. 

Commissioner Kuhrts believed. that 
the discipline of the department could 
be maintained by imposing a heavy fine 
upon Velsir. Commissioner .Wells and 
Mayor Snyder thought Velsir’s offense 
the most serious that could be c¢om- 
mitted, and it was the more serious be- 
cause he was in charge of that district. 
Commissioner Sinsabaugh inclined to 
the same opinion. 

To bring the discussion to a head, 
Commissioner Sinsabaugh moved that 
Velsir be fined $100, which motion was 
amended by Commissioner Wells, who 
moved that Velsir be suspended for 
three months, to be reinstated upon 
proof of good behavior. Commissioner 
Wells withdrew his amendment to 
make room for the motion that Velsir 
be fined $100 and warned that, if he 
should again be summoned before the 
board upon a similar charge, he would 
be permanently discharged. It was 
upon these terms that the engineer re- 
tained his place in the department, al- 
though for a time it looked as if the 
commissioners stood prepared to drop 
him from the pay roll without more ado. 

Fire Chief Moore also reported that, 
in answering an alarm of a fire on 
San Julian street on April 9, Driver 

. Cc. Johnson of engine No. 8 had 

collided with a buckboard on San Pe- 
dro street and both occupants of the 
vehicle had been thrown out and more 
or less mjured. 
_ Driver Johnson was summoned be- 
fore the board to make a statement. 
He: said that the driver of the buck- 
board was evidently so excited that 
he lost his head and swerved from One 
side of the street to the other, so that 
after making allowance of room to pass 
him, the engine had caught him 
and demolished the buckboard and 
thrown the two occupants into the 
street. Engineer Nessler said he was 
watching the fire and had no knowl, 
edge of the accident until after it oc- 
curred. |

READY FOR WORK, 


Main-street Contractors Want 
Clear Understanding. 


At last there appears to be a pros 


pect that the contractors of the Maine . 


street pavement will get down to work. 
Several weeks have elapsed since the 
asphalt wearing surface laid by A. M. 
Milspaugh & Co., for the original con- 
tractor, John T. Long, and his as- 
signee, the Western Contracting and 
Construction Company, was con- 
demned, and not a hand has been 
stirred toward the relaying of the con- 
demned portion of the street. 
Yesterday J. T. Jones, the attorney 
for the contractor, and Mr. Lamson of 
Chicago, a representative of the firm 
of A. M. Milspaugh & Co., were in 
consultation with the special commit- 
tee appointed to supervise the comple- 
tion of the contract, Councilmen Nick- 
ell, Mathys and Grider. Mr. Jones 
stated that his clients were ready to 
begin the work as soon as the commit- 
tee would specify what was to be 
done, and how and where, and would 
instruct them as to what material 
should be used. He asked that a clear 
understanding be had at the outset so 
that the contractor might know under 
whose direction he was to work, arid, 
when the job should be. completed, 
there should be no further delay about 
receiving the money due on the con- 
tract. 
Councilman Nickell explained that 
Street Superintendent Drain had raised 
an-objection to accepting the pavement 
unless the work were done under his 
supervision. The City Attorney was of 
the opinion that the work had been 
taken out of the hands of the Street 
Superintendent and was_ absolutely 
under the control of the Council, which 
had appointed a committee of three to 
direct the manner of laying the asphalt 
surface. After considerable parley it 
was determined that this. was the 


| proper course to follow. The inspectors 


who will be in charge will be appointed 
therefore by the Council, although it 
was stated the contractor .has signified | 
his willingness to’ pay. the salary of 
one of the two appointees.

This morning at 10 o’clock 
the question of who shall have the 
custody of the little boy will cOMe up, 
for a hearing in some department of 
the Superior Court of this county. 

Yesterday morning the child was 
taken to the Courthouse, and at 10 
clock was brought into Department 
Six. As Judge Allen, who presides in 
that department, had a case set for 
hearing at that hour, the hearing of 
the habeau corpus petition on which 
the child was arrested, was continued 
until 11 o’clock. This petition was made 
by Frank F. Davis, and stated that the 
father of the child, Edwin T. Mohler, 
of Minneapolis, was entitled to the 
custody “of the child by a decree of the 
Superior Court of the State of Minne- 
sota, and had been so entitled to the 
custody of the child since February 
15 of this year. 

At 11 o’clock the case was again 
continued until 2 o'clock in. the after- 


noon. About noon the boy, who was in 


the Sheriff’s office, his mother having 
gone to dinner, said, ‘‘Mr. Burr, I don’t 
see why I can’t have something to 
eat. Aint’ I- the chief one in this 
racket?" 

“You bet you can, sonny,’ answered 
Sheriff Burr, ‘“‘You come right along 
with me.”

SAN PEDRO LAW. 


Justice of the Peace Downing not 
Drunk, but Sleeping. 

Some ‘time ago Justice of the Peace 
Downing of Wilmington township, who 
holds court at San Pedro, was arrested 
on @ charge of drunkenness, preferred 
by a San Pedro attorney. Downing 
was taken before City Recorder and 
ex-officio City Justice Patterson for 
trial, but was allowed to go free and 
the complaint against him dismissed 
on his compliance with a request of 
Patterson’s that he swear he was not 
under the influence of liquor. P 

Subsequently J. N. Davis, a San Pe- 
dro man, who gives his occupation as 
that of a druggist, swore out a second 


complaint against Downing, basing Iris 


action on sec. 77 of the Penal Code. 
This section provides that any village, 
town, city, county or State officer who 
is intoxicated so as to be unable 
perform his duties, or while in the per- 
formance thereof, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be deprived of his office. © 

To this complaint Downing inter- 
posed a demurrer, on the ground that 
he was neither a village, town, city, 
county nor State officer. Chief Deputy 
District Attorney Holton was in San 
Pedro shortly after the filing of this 
demurrer, and, although he suggested 
to Justice Patterson that in his opinion 
the demurrer was good, the. Justice 
overruled it, and set the case for trial 
On last Tuesday. 

On Tuesday afternoon, when Deputy 
James, who had been sent from the 
District Attorney’s office to conduct the 
prosecution, arrived, he found that pro- 


ceedings had already been started. 


Davis was impaneling the jury, while 
Downing was running his defense in ac- 
cordance -with his own ideas. James 
started in at once to finish selecting a 
jury, and twelve men were soon chosen 
to try the case. 

Davis was the first witness placed on 
the stand. He testified that on March 
18 of this year he went into Downing’s 
courtroom and found the court sitting 
up against the wall in a chair, in a 
very befuddled condition. Davis said 
there was no doubt as to the Justice’s 
condition being due to intoxication. 
Davis also testified that Charles Sex- 
ton, the court reporter, came into the 
courtroom at that time, and with great 
difficulty aroused His Honor and ob- 
tained his signature to some papers. 
Davis closed his testimony by saying 
that the Constable had come in with 
some prisoners whom he wished to have 
arraigned, but when he noticed Down- 
ing’s condition, he said, ‘‘The same old 
thing,” and took his prisoners to Pat- 
terson’s court. 

Deputy Constable Winther was the 
next witness. He couldn't tell whether 
Justice Downing was drunk or sick, as 
he had not seen him imbibe any spirit- 
‘uous liquors. Attorney James very per- 
tinently asked the witness whether or 
mot it was his'custom to give every 
drunk he arrested the benefit of the 
doubt, if he had not seen him drinking. 


_Constable Schwartz was then called. 


He could not swear that Downing w 
drunk. True, the justice had 
a stupefied manner, but he might have 
been sick, not drunk. When ques- 
tioned as to what he meant by the 
expression, ‘The same old thing,” he 
said he was referring to his business, 
and only meant to convey the idea that 
business was the same as ever. 
E. C. Munday, an attorney of this 
olty, testified that he had seen Down- 
about an hour.and a half before 


_A stipulation was also 


to. 


the time Davis said he was drunk. At 
that time, Munday said, he was 
sober. . Munday teld of an invitation 
he had extended to the justice to 
join him in a drink, and after Down- 
ing had=asked for a glass of milk, and 
found that there was no such thing 
to be had. he had ordered a lemon- 
ade. All this, Munday said, happened 
in a saloon. 

The last witness called was Cherles 
Sexton, who. knéw Downing had acted 
in a stupefied manner, but did mot 
know the cause thereof. There were 
no arguments made, but Patterson and 
Downing got into a squabble over law 
points that resulted in what might be 
termed an argument. Downing wanted 
two instructions read to the jury. One 
of them _was a portion of,,the new 
County Government Act. This Patter- 
son read with extracts from the Civil 
Code, which had not been asked. for 

The other’ instruction Downing 
wished read related to his plea of for- 
mer jeopardy, which formed a, part of 
his defense. In regard. to that ques- 
tion, Patterson said: ‘This court holds 
that you have not been in jeopardy. 
When I said I. would dismiss the case 
‘if you would*swear that you were not 
drunk, I did not have any idea you 
would do so. TI hope the citizens of 
San Pedro will excuse me for using 
their money so foolishly.” 

After the jury had retired, Justice 
Patterson swore in ani officer to take 
them in charge. They were out but 
ten minutes, and returned-a verdict of 
not guilty. Justice Patterson looked 
at it for about five minutes before 
reading it, a8_if reluctant to Delieve 
his eyesight. 


A MINING SUIT. 


Judge, Shasv Decides a Point in a 
Suit for Damages. 

Judge Lucien Shaw decided a point 
yesterday in the suit for damages 
brought by Horrall against the Gol- 
den Cross Mining and Milling Company, 
et al., and filed an opinion on the de- 
murrer interposed by the defendants, 

The suit is an action against the cor-. 
poration and six other persons, who 


are trustees under a certain contract. 


The suit was brotught to récover dam- 
ages aMeged to have been received by 
the negligence of the defendants. The 
defendant company was the owner of 
the mine in which the accident, by 
reason of which the damages are al- 
leged to have been suStained occurred, 
but the mine was at that time under 
the exclusive control and management 
of the other defendants, who were in 
possession under.the contract. 

This “contract was a trust deed 

whereby the possession and the control 
of the mine and the excluive power 
and right to operate the same passed 
from the corporation to the other per- 
sons named as defendants. 
__A demurrer was filed on behalf of 
the defendants, alleged to be trustees. 
led that this 
demurrer should be considered as the 
demurrér of the corporation. One 
ground assigned was that there was a 
misjoinder of defendants. 

Judge Shaw ‘says his decision: 
“The accident happened, as is alleged, 
by reason of negligence in failing to 
remove the overhanging wock from a 
passage in the mine and in: failing to 
properly timber the raof. This.was a 
matter over which ‘the.company had 
no control. The details-and manner of 
carrying on the werk were entirely in 
the discretion and control of the trus- 
tees. The demurrer of thé defendant 
trustees will be.overruled and that of 
the corporation will be sustained.”

Doings of the Highest Tribunal in 
the State.

In the case of the- People vs: Be- 
lardes, an order was made placing it at 
the foot of the Department One cal: 

Byron Waters, 
Esq., and R. E. Bledsoe, Esq., argued 
the case of the People vs. Marshall for 
the appellant, and Deputy Attorney-— 
General Henry E. Carter for the re-' 
spondent. The case was submitted and 
it was stipulated that Justice Garoutte 
may participate in the decision of the 
case. 

The case of Peirce vs. the Southern 
Pacific. Company was argued.and sub- 
mitted, Foshay Walker, Esq., appearing 
for the appellant, and John 8. Chap- 
man, Esq., for the respendent, the rail- 
way company. 

In chambers the following work was | 
done by the ‘court. In‘“the case of ex 
parte Henry Williams, it was ordered 
that a writ of habeas corpus be issued 
as prayed for, ordering him brought 
before the Supreme Court at 2 o’clock 
this afternoon. Williams’s story, as told 
by his petition for a writ, 
lows: 

He is held in custody at Santa Ana 
by J. ©.

tion. More than thirty days have 
elapsed since his commitment, the Dis- 
trict Attorney has not asked leave to 
file a new information against him and 
seven days have passed. since his de- 
murrer was sustained. Hence his pe- 
tition. 

In the case of ex parte A. A. Tappin, 
the petition praying for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus, was denied. In the case of 
Woodbury vs. the Nevada Southern 
Railway Company, et al., it was or- 
dered by the court, Justice Harrison 
dissenting, that the order heretofore 
made dissolving the appeal be vacated 
and the motion. to dismiss be restored 
to the calendar for rehearing.

In the Rawhide mine of Tuolumne 
county the main shaft is being driven 
down as far as powder and steel can 
do it toward the 1100, although sinking 
will not be discontinued ‘until the 1300 
is reached. Cross-cutting, drifting and 
stoping on the 900 and 1000 levels goes 
on every shift in the thirty-foot vein 
of standard rock. The forty-stamp mill 
is going constantly, and one of,the big 
chiorinating furnaces which has_ been 
closed some time for lack of fuel 
started up again this week, and the 
remaining furnace will be fired up be- 
tween now and the 15th. Capt. Nevills 
will soon have his mine again going 
full-handed, which, together with wood 
choppers and teamsters, will mean that 
some two hundred men will be on the 
Rawhide pay roll. 

According to the Calaveras Prospect, 
the largest mine of, low-grqde, free- 
milling ore in the State, and probably 
in the world, is the Silver Mountain 
mine of Congdon brothers, situated at 
the junction of the South and Licking 
forks of the Mokelumne River about 
four miles yore of West Point. It 
is estimated that the ore in this mine 
can be handled and milled at a cost of 
not more than-50 cents per fon, and it 


will yield on an average through_ the 
‘mill cf from $3 to $4 to the ton.

fOJAVE DESERT NO LONGER A 
MENACE TO TRAVELERS. 


Wonderful Development Going on 
in the Great Arid Regions of 
Southern California. 


a VISIT TO THE GOLD FIELDS. 


MANY MINING CAMPS IN HITHERTO 
UNKNOWN PLACES, 


Important Water aud Power De- 
velopment Scheme ini Jawbone 
Canyon—Rich Prospect Holes 
at Every Turn, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES. 
EIGHTEEN-MILE HOUSE (Mojave 
Desert,) April 5.—Very few people 
have any idéa of the progress being 
made in mining in the mountains sur- 
rounding the great Mojave Desert, 
that has long been a terror to the trav- 
eler, and avoided by the prospector as 
productive of nothing but sidewinders, 
Tattlers and horned toads. Many col- 
umns have been written recently of 
the most important camps, and little 
or nothing said of the numerous mines 
or prospects, and the other enterprises 
that are a little out of the beaten 
pRaths of travel. Now, if you. please, 
‘take an imaginary trip with me, and I 
Will point out the places of interest. 

Starting: from Mojave we follow the 
county road along the mountains until 
we come to the Sixteen-mile : House, 
Where we leave the team and climb 
the mountains about two miles west. 
The first mine we come to has a shaft 
.down about twenty-five feet on a four- 
foot vein, carrying gold, silver and cop- 
per. The ore sacked at the mouth of 
the shaft is evidence/that it does not 
pay sufficiently to ship, but would 
pay if worked at the mine. ‘There are 
several other locations in the imme- 
diate vicinity with prospect 
showing ore of the same charatter. A. 
little farther is a lead mine, with con- 
siderable work done, and showing a 
vein of good ore; also a fair ledge of 
silver. 

Returning to the Sixteen-mile House, 
We drive two miles farther to the 
Highteen-mile House, where we estab- 
lish headquartrs for a few days while 
visiting the mines in the neighbor- 
hood. Mojave Mining District (recently 
organized,) is about seven miles from 
here up the Jawbone Cafion. There are 
gad thirty locations in the part 
known as O’Brien’s Camp, all of which 
are being developed. Colorado capi- 
talists are interested in some of them 
and are sufficiently. satisfied as to their 
value to develop them preparatory to 
the erection of a mill, etc. The veins 
are good strong ones, showing low- 
grade ores at the surface, but increas- 
ing as depth is reached. Go into any 
of the small cafions running up from 
_the Jawbone, and you will find a pros- 
pector’s camp. Many have just come 
in, while others are quietly developing 
their claims, some of which are very 
oromising. We have not ‘time to visit 
ull of them, so we will push on up the 
anon. : 

The water you see comes out of a 
cafion just above here, but never 
reaches the desert; the sand absorbs 
it all. Do you see those stakes, at that 
point of rocks? Well, they mean. much 
for the future of the desert. Where 
they are will be built a dam across 
the cafion, for the purpose of raising 
the underflow or _ bedrock water, 
and storing water during the 
rainy season for. furnishing power 
and water for the neighboring mines, 
as well as water for irrigation pur- 
poses. It has been estimated that suf- 
ficient water flows through Jawbone, 
on the surface and underneath, in one 
season to irrigate 100,000 acres of des- 
ert land. This, in connection with other 
water projects, is one of the greatest 
and least known enterprises on the 
desert. Two young men of San Fran- 
cisco are the owners and promoters of 
the scheme, and so quietly have they 
been at work that the proposition is 
hardly known. except. to. themselves. 

This is the cafion the water comes out 
of, and we will drive up it a short dis- 
‘ance, tie our horses and walk a few 
miles among scenery so grand you 
won't notice the fatigue. After climb- 
ng the falls we come to“‘a camp and 
ind a few yards*” above stakes like 
those in Jawbone. They mark the site 
yf another dam. This one, however, is 
o be a diverting dam, to divert the 
water of the stream into pipes to be 
conveyed to the mouth of Jawbone 
“afion, a fall of 1500 feet, to be used 
-here to generate electric power, then 
aken up.and conveyed to Randsburg, 
ibout thirty miles from where we are 
10w standing. There is flowing in this) 
stream at the lowest stage twenty-five 
nches of good water, enough to supply 
1. town three times as large as Rands- 
urge. Yes, the same men are interested 
n this and the Jawbone proposition. I 
inderstand the specifications are being 
»orepared for contractors and bids, for 
yipe have already been asked for. So 
t looks as though Randsburg would 
‘coon have both power and water. 

Before we leave here, I want to say 
hat just over that highest ridge to the 
ihnt some prospectors have struck a 
Food mine; a day or so ago they took 
wit une. piece about two feet “long and 
‘ht inches square of solid ore, in 
vhich free gold was plentiful. There 
re also some placer mines farther up 
nn this stream that are rich, and the 
wwner is preparing to work them this 
eason. 

Coming back down the Jatvbone we 
neet two or three teams with prospect- 
rs going into the mountains at the 
1ead of the cafion, and as it is supper 
ime, the three columns of smoke mark: 
he camps of men who are searching 
or gold. 

The next day we go through Red 
tock Cafion. That cafion‘running up 
yond that cluster of houses leads to. 
he Antioch placer diggings, where at 
mast a dozen men are taking advantage 
f an unusually wet season and are 
1aking money with a rocker. See those 
hafts along the side of the road. Half 
dozen of them are down to bedrock or 
early so. They yield good returns for 
he labor expended. This fellow over 
ere, With his rocker and little pool of 
vater, seems satisfied with his results. 
There is nothing of importance until 
re reach the summit and_ look into 
Yixie Valley. Yes, we are on the old 
-eeler road. Dixie Valley is but an- 
ther, though smaller, desert, 800 or 1000 
set higher than the Mojave. That 
10untain on the right is Black Moun- 
ain, that has produced so many ounces 
f gold by dry washing. Were it not 
or that low ridge you could see the en- 
frances to the numerous. tunnels pro- 
ected into the gravel beds. The range 
Swnountains on our right is attracting 
20d many prospectors and some good 
rts come from there. The mouth of 
tliker’s Pass is in the distance and 
ote Holes, or Freeman, our destina- 
1, Ils right under the hills. Those two. 
méense points of rocks are known as 
quey, Rocks.. Legend says Vasquez, 
discoverer, once camped there. That 
ige just north and east of Black 
ountain is the El Paso, or Rada- 
waker, District, that is attracting so 
attention. Considerable work 
eing done there. 

Arriving at Freeman's we are shown

umples of ore from the immediate vi- 


cinity and learn that there are a great 
many prospectors around there and In- 
dian Wells. The ore shows gold, cop- 
per, silver and lead, and is very good 
ore. This pieceyof copper and silver 
comes from a Jedge four feet wide and 
the walls are not in sight yet. It car- 
ries a large percentage of copper. 
Returning the next day to the mouth 
of Red Rock Cafion we follow the 
county road to Randsburg. The first 
place is Kane’s Spring, where a five- 
stamp mill is running steadily on ore 
from Randsburg that yields about $100 
per ton. That cafion to the left is Last 
Chance Cafion, containing placer dig- 
sings, where some San Francisco men 
are working, using a gasoline engine for 
pumping water from a spring for 
ground sluicing, and are making it pay. 
Garlock is well known and we pass 
through without stopping, counting six 
mills, one of which is running on 


Randsburg ore. 
That is Goler in that cafion to the 
left where the tents are. Goler be- 
came famous as dry washer diggings, 
and promises to remain so as a quartz 
mining district, as several good ledges 
have recently been uncovered there, 
and prospectors are still looking for 
more. That road leads to Panamint, 
the new and yet old district, that is 
attracting a great deal of attention, 
and may yet rival her great silver 
production as a producer of gold. A 
ten-stamp mill is nearly completed near 
Postoince Springs, and will be a great 
heip in developing the district. Pana- 
mint is the rival of Randsburg, an‘? 
can claim the largest number of new 


, comers, all of whom are prospectors 


and miners. 

We spend the night at Randsburg, 
which is so. well-known as a mining 
camp that comment here is superfluous. 
We are looking for places of less re- 
nown. On our way back we meet many 
prospectors, men with their wives and 
families; men alone, men in parties of 
three or four, all seeking their fortune 
in the mineral zone of the desert. The 
numerous wayside houses, and facili- 
ties for obtaining water and food for 
man and beast have robbed the desert 
of its terrors. Every man who puts 
a pick into the ground is developing 
the country, and a few years hence 
this well become the greatest mining 
district in the world, not only in size, 
but in the variety and value of min- 
erals produced. ater and power are 
all it lacks, and water is now being 
developed ona scale sufficient for all 
needs. When completed, the future of 
this section is assured. |

A large number of prospectors are 
going into the Tehachepi Mountains, 
and some good strikes may be looked 
for during the summer. 

F. Jones has bonded his mine in Te- 
hachepi district for $5000 to Bakersfield 
parties.

company. 

Kelso Valley has a little boom in 
mining. Several of the old mines there
